From what has been f^id, it appears manifeft to every

WITHIN the circuit of this year's revolution there 
will be but two ficlipfes, which will happen as 
follows ; 

The iirft will be an Eclipfe of the Sun, on Wednefday 
the 4th day of June. 

Beginning - jh. 24m. fere, in the mom. 
Middle - - 8h. iim. 
End - - - 9h. om. 
Dig. eclipfed 3^ 50' on the O's fouthern limb. 

^. B. The Moon makes the firlt impreffion on the folar 
difc at 96 deg. f'rom the Sun's vertex on the right hand. 

The Sun will be again eclipfed, but snvifible to us, on 
Thurfday, Nov, 27, <J at 6h lom P. M. in Long. 88 6^ 
16'. The Moon's lat. 9' S. The Sun will be centrally 
eclipfed on the meridian at 6h 13^ in long. 93° 15' Weil> 
9nd lat. 30® 30' South. 

As to the laft Eclipfe, following the judgment of the 
Ancients, njtz. Nil nocet Eclipfis^ t^c. 1 fhali be filent about 
it, as not afie£ling us; (o leaving thofe whpor it may 
concern to mind their own bufinefs, I (hall avoid all pa- 
rade and technical terms, and therefore give my opinion 
briefly upon the efFe^s of the other, as it afFedts the worl4- 
}n general ; and if my defcription be fomewhat dark, be 
it remembered that an Eclipfe is my fubje£t. Jic who 
paints from nature will never in the reprefentation of a 
violent florm give you a great glare of funftiine. How- 
ever, if there be any truth in the dodrine th^t the Eclipfes 
in the luminaries do predict calamities and mutations in 
the earth, as I believe the experience of ages will, con« 
current with the teflimony of ancient hiftory, convince 
nr\y rational man. Wicnefs a total Eclipfe of the Moon, 
which preceded the ending of the Aflynan empire, and 
the ellablifliment of the Babylonian, A. C. 721. Ano- 
ther, A. C. C02, followed by the flaughter of the Sabines, 
and the deatn of Valerius Publicola. An Eclipfe of the 
Sun, A* C. 43 1 , followed by a comet and plague at Athens, 
Since Chrift, A. D. 237, a total Eclipfipof the Moon pre. 
ceded a perfecution of the Chriftians. Another, A. D, 
^06, in which liars were feen, and the Emperor Conftan- 
f|i)f died, Another, A. Q* Ipoo, whpn Jcrufalem wa» 
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by the Saracens. Again, a great Eclipfe of the Sun, and 
ftars were feen, Aug. 2, 1 133* when there was a fchifm in 
the church occaiioned by two Popes at once, cum mult is 
aliis% not to mention thofe which falling nearer our own 
times are yet in remenibrance of the aged. I fay, who- 
ever confiders thcfe things, and pondering upon the ante- 
cedents and confequences, will give them their due weight; 
he mud, if found reafon holds the balance, acknowledge 
that the plain evidence of times pad will, in the fcale of 
equity, overturn all that ridicule or modern fcepticifm 
can put in againft it. Wifely therefore admitting (as 
none but a fool will contradid plain fa£t$) that the Eclipfes „ 
of the coeleflial luminaries are foreboders of calamities and 
mutations in fome part or other of this terreftrial globe, let 
us proceed to fome general judgment upon the hrll of ^e 
Eclipfes for the prefent year. 

Thefts, murder, piracies, with other mifchiefs of the 
like nature, if Cardan'5 judgment may be depended upon, 
are like to enfue ; and to the valuable remains of that 
great and learned man (after having coniidered (he face of 
the heavens, and the fituation of the planets, at the time 
of the greateft obfcuration) I referred for advice. I ex- 
pedl divers difagreements, and fome other calamities, but 
thefe I may touch upon in my contemplations upon- the 
four quarters of the year. However asefFeds are ever pro- 
portionable to their caufes, give me leave to obfcrve that 
this being a partial Eclipfe, the calamities above men^ 
tioned will be far from being total. Let the contempla* 
tion notwithilanding of thefe (igns in the heavens put u& 
in mind of that aweful and tremendous day of the Lord, 
when the fun Jhall be darkened^ and the moon Jhall not gi'ue 
her liglitt the fiars Jhall fall from hea^ven^ and the pouoers 9f 
the h^anjens Jhall he Jhaken: and may this con^deratiQil 
have its due effect upon our lives and a£lions, 

HAVING been informed by feveral of the moftfenfible 
of my readers, that a fketch of the hiliory of the 
different profeflions in Chriliianity, which heretics and 
fcifmatics have from time to time intruded into the Chrif- 
tian world, even from the carlieft ages, would be very a^- 
jceptable, efpecially to the junior part of rmy readers; that 
Xfi^ i^il pbfervfttion^ were well receiyedi and chat a contji-

Auation of Aich remarks would not only amufe their fan« 
cies but improve their knowledge; and while it took them 
DfFfrom the vain novels and idle romances which too much 
abound in the prefent age, and which while they inflame 
the pafiions, full often corrupt the morals of unexperienced 
inincis; it will, it is much to be hoped, give them a tade 
for a true kno^vledge of things, by reading none but ufe- 
fttl hillory, the different manners of different ftatesinthe 
various parts of the terraqueous globe, whether in times 
prefent, or ages pail ; their laws and cuiloms, religious 
and civil, and to gather from thence a chronological ac- 
count of the mod material tranfadlions which have at dif- 
ferent times been upon the carpet of this great theatre, or 
coUeft the moll flriking fads, is fo much luperior to the 
tralh of our prefent hovelilh, that it is impoflible to form 
a comparifon. I therefore with pleafure acquiefce with 
the requeft of my friends, but confine myklf to that part 
of Ecclefiaflical Hiilory which treats of hereiies and 
fchifms, which have from time to time difturbed the Chrif- 
tian church ; and I am the further prompted to this as I 
am well aflured that feveral of my honeil country readers 
are only acquainted with the names of certain fedis, and 
would gladly have fome knowledge of their rife and prin* 
ciples. 

The firft heretic we read of in Scripture was Simon 
Kl^^gus, who offered money to be endowed with the power 
of working miracles. Of him the ancient writers agree 
that he propagated his notions up and down, giving out 
bimfelf to be the Mefliah and the Eternal God, that 
he gathered together numbers of difciples and fent them 
into divers provinces, where they perverted many profef- 
$ng Chriilanity from the faith, by teaching them the moil 
horrid blafpheibies. 

About the middle of the fecond century fprung up an 
infamous feel, who Ailed themfelves Adamites, from 
{mitating Adam's nakednefs before the fall ; their founder 
was one Prodicu^, a difciple of Laprocrates. They fup. 
pofed themfelves to be as innocent as was Adam before 
the fall, the confequence of which delufion was a belief 
that clothing wah abfolutely needlefs, and thefexes there* 
fore met togt-ther quite naked in all their public affem- 
blies, I^klnp upon themfelves, when diveiled of their 
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j|iu)meiits, as the image of God, feeing id that ftate male 
and female created he them. Of thefe heretics St. £pi« 
phanins fays, they met together to fatiate their molt beaftljr 
lads; and Clemens Alexandrinus reports, that when the 
candles were put out they fell to the moH promifcuous co- 
mpulation. It appears that thefe heretics became obnoxious 
to the civil power, abd were prefently crashed. The fame 
iierefy however revived in Flanders in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, under one Picard, a native thereof, who retired with 
his followers to the mountains of Bohemia, who were all 
at laft feized at Amfterdam, 

Ariakism is an opinion which has long fpread itfelf 
through the ChriHian world. Arius was a prefbyter of 
the church of Alexandria, a man of abilities, and much 
given to difputing on controverted points. He had, aa 
h^dory informs us, fet himfelf up as candidate for the bi- 
shopric of Alexandria, but lofl his election. Alej(ander» 
who had fucceeded to the eledion of bifhop in oppofition 
to Arins, preached much upon the doctrine of the Trinity, 
affirming that ther^ was but one fubftance in the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoil, and that thefe three perfons were 
but one. Arius having taken a fchool taught his difciple? 
that a time had been when the Son was not created; that 
he was like the angels, liable to commit fin ; that be-p 
ing united to human flefh he fupplied the place of a hu- 
man foul, and confequently was fubjefl to pains, and all 
forts of fufFerings, in the fame manner as men. 

Alexander having ineiteflualiy ufed all poflible means 
to reclaim him from thefe tenets, he and his followers, at 
a council of one hundred biihops of Egypt and Lybia, were 
degraded from their orders, and excommunicated out of 
the church. 

Afterwards, when Conftantine the Great called the firft 
general council of Nite, at which were prefent three hun- 
dred and eighteen bifiiops, be fides a vad concourfe of othef 
church officers, and among the biihops feveral from Brir 
tain ; Arius when fummoned to appear before this coun-f 
cil boldly fopported his opinion : the fentence of exccm^ 
munication pronounced by Alexander however was con. 
jirmed, and a decree from the Emperor excluded both him 
and' his followers from all places whether civil or ccclcfi- 
iftipi^gnd fentenced them to ()erpetvtal b^niihmept, 
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In the fpace of aboat three years after we however &ni 
that all the Arian bifhops were reiloied to their fees, and 
Arias himfelf likewife recalled* who being permitted to 
wait upon the Emperor, he prefented a confeiCon of bis 
faith, fo artfully compiled that Condantine was recon« 
ciled. This fo enraged Athanafius, who was then ad- 
vanced to the bifliopric of Alexandria, that he refufed to 
mdmit either him or his followers; but the Arians having 
many friends at court, Athanafius was fent into baniih* 
snent. The church of Alexandria however refufed ftill to 
admit Arius. 

He notwithdanding applied once more to the Emperor, 
and prefented a fecond confeilion drawn up in fuch terms 
that Conllantine was fatisfied, and ordered Alexandvr, 
Bilhop of Conftantinople, to admit him into his church 
the next day ; but the night before Arius died. Whether 
his bowels guihed out, as his enemies report, while he 
was eadng nature ; or whether he was murdered by fome 
of the orthodox party, as his followers have advanced; or 
whether by being fpent with fatigue, as others have wrote, 
we will not determine. Hi) tenets however did not die 
with him, but were countenanced by many of the Empe- 
rors after the death of Condantine. Difputes flill ran 
high amongft the Orthodox and the ArianS; nor did the 
recalling of Athanafius from his banifhment abate the vi- 
olence of a perfecuting fpiric ; but they went on excom* 
municating and anathematizing each other. The Ortho- 
dox teaching that the Trinity in Unity and the Unity in 
Trinity ought to be worihiped, and making this the Rand- 
ard of the Catholic faith ; while the Arians held that there 
was one God, the Father of all, that the Son (however , 
highly exalted) was a created bein^, and the Blcffcd Spi- 
rit was a ray or emanation of the Great and Holy One who 
inhabits eternity. 

After the feventh century we hear little of this hcrefy 
which now feemed, to lie dormant till the time of the Re- 
formation, when Michael Servetus, a Spanifh phyfician, 
revived it, and was burnt alive at Geneva for his pro- 
fedion. 

If Arius thought proper to propagate his opinions, others 
of his followers took the fame privilege ; and not only fo, 
tnt wherein their opinions varied froip his, thought th^y 
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Bad as great a right to difTent from him, as he had to dif- 
fent from thofe who lliled themfelves the Orthodox charch* 
Among thefe were the Semi Arians^ who differed a lictle in 
fentiment concerning the dodlrine of the Trinity, by ufing 
j^ore moderate modes and exprefGons than he in the heat 
of his argument had done ; and maintaining that Chrift 
was not of the fame fubftance with the Father, but of a 
fubdance like him. Eudoxus, Bifhop of Conflantinople, 
made fome refinement upon Arius's do^rine, and became 
the head of a party called Eudoxians, 

The Eunomeans were another branch of the Ai ian herefy, 
founded by EunomiuSy Biihop of Cyzicus, who oppofed 
the Orthodox with great feverity, and became the head of 
a party who differed in very few points from the original 
Arians, only they re- baptized all who entered into^ their 
community. , 

Eufebiusy a man of great reputation for learning, was a 
zealous oppofer of the Orthodox; this was about the year 
326, and was the head of a fe6t called the Eufebiam. This 
man was fome time Biihop of Nicomedia, and afterwards 
of Conflantinople. At the infligation of the^ Catholic Bi- 
ihops he was banifhed, but by the intereil of the Arians 
recalled. He was the declared enemy of Athanafius, who 
oppofed the Arians with more virulence than any other of 
the Chriilian fathers. He prevailed upon Conilantine's 
fon, Conftantius, to patronife the Arians, and in the year 
341 a council afTembled at Antioch by the Emperor's or- 
der, which declared the Arian herefy to be the efiabliihed 
religion of the empire. 

Macedonius, Bimop of Conftantinople, was the inventor 
of another feft of Arians. This man not only denied the 
divinity of Chrill, but alfo exclaimed heavily againlt all 
thofe who worfhiped the Holy Ghofl, whom he faid to be 
a created being, dependant on the will- of the Almighty 
in the fame manner as men. His herefy for fome time 
prevailed greatly^in the Chriftian church. 

The laft I fhall mention is Pholinus, Biihop of Sirmich, 
who went fo far as not only to deny the divinity of Chrift, 
bilt alfo to declare that God himfelf was not immenf^; 
Him the Arians themfelves difcarded, and he was excom* 
municated in a council held at Milan in the year 346. Of 
other fefts of note we will treat (God willing) in our next.

THE ^yord Edipfe in, EnglUh il derived from the Lati« 
Word Eclipjis, which agam comes from the Greek Word 
SaXii'^ic , which aeain moft^ likely was derived from fome 
Hebrew Root or other* iignifyin^ what the *Lattns call DeftSus 
Luds, or in plain Englifli a defeel of Light : For you muft un- 
derhand (Gentle Reader) that the Linguifts in all Ages have 
Kecnnnightiiy additted, when th%y wanted a Word, to borrow 
it out otthe Language of theAncients s and then, after having^ 
been in full pofleiTion of it for a Century or two, to fwear by 
the Blood of their Bodies it was their own : Though in taking 
the original Senfe along with it they are not fo culpable } for 
Xnfbnce, the Word Dunce was taken from Duns Scotvs, a 
Man particularly eminent for his greax Leari>ing» deep Pene- 
tration, and Subtilty in Argument, infomujeh that he generally 
went by the Name of the SubtU Do^or. This Man dying— 
as mod Biographers are of Opinion it was that which ftop*d his 
Tongue*— This Man dyinz, I fay, thofe of his SucceiTors who 
approached the neareft to him in profound Learning and deep 
Penetration went by the Name ot Duns. In Procefs of Time 
it was ufed by way of Irony (a Figure in Rhetoric) for a Per* 
fon whole Intelle^s were defedlive, or according to the mort 
modem Way of fpeaking» had but a very indifferent Know- 
ledg^Box i fuch a one went by the Name of Duns, AnglUi 
DuNCBy till at laft the original Signification was quite for- 
gotten, and the Word Duncb at this Day means neither mo#f 
nor lefs than a doi|vnright Blockhead. 

As to ^he Alteration of the Spelling, nothing^ ever was more 
cforamon, as will appear to any who will be at the Trouble of 
reading all our Authors from the Days of ancient Chaucer to 
the polite Age In which we now live. We have a notable !»• 
ftanceof thisin the Autbourof the Draper* s Letters., who de- 
rives his. Genealogy from King f$pin | fome of the Branches 
of that royal Family in the next Age bore the Name of Pippin ; 
and fo in a Courfe of rolling Ages and circling Years, the royar 
snd original Name changed from Pepin to Draper in Man- 
ner following 1 ^

Another Caufe of Alteration in the Spelling I take to' be

Communion» Salvation, Damnation, atfft multis afiis, ending 
in /, 9f ir» are AnglicisM by the Addition of a Letter ; whereas 
take away the Letter », and the Latins would fwear thefe 
Words and Htihdreds more were all their own> in fpite 'of an 
£ngli(hman*s 'f eeth. 

On the other Handy while tkefe are anglicised by Anemen* 
tation, many olhers are made pure Englifli by ContraSion j 
thus, for Ipftance, Sepulcbrum fignifies a Sepulchre; Monu* 
mentumt a Monument } Juftus^ Juft ; Unitas, Unity 5 Pfrfipta, 
a Pf rfon $ CoraJiumt a Coral j TempeJfiUt a Tempeft ; with 
many a Score of other Words that I could quote, and which 
are by tl^is Means fecured to the Englifh Language, which elfe 
would flee away to tiieir original Source, and not leave a f«if* 
fident Quantity (Gentle Reader) for our two learned Heads to 
communicate their Sentiments by. 

But although, as I have already obferved, that they are not 
always ft rift jf to the original Senfe, an Inftance of which I 
gave in the word Dunce, and which I (hal'i further prove in

Its Head is flat, both ahoye and below.; hit Jawi; 
when extended, are wide enough to fwallow a Man 
He haa a iharp long; Snout, full of Teeth, but no 
Tongue^ the Eyes are ver/ large, >and of a darkiih 
Colour; the Body all of a Bi§nefs, covered on the 
Back with h4gh Scales, refembling the Heads of 
broad Nails, of a Colour inclining to green, and 
at the fame Time fo hard, that a S|>ear has no E6Ee€t 
upon them. The Tail is long, and covered with 
Scales in the fame Manner as the Back; i(s Belly 
is white;, and pretty tender, being the only Place 
where it can with Safe be wounded. It has four 
fliort Legs, with five Claws on its ^£ore feet, and 
four on its hinder ones.-^lt is reported, that, xiif- 
ferent from all other Species of Beings, (exc^t the 
Hippopotamus,) it moves only the upper Jaw in eat- 
ing. Its Flefh is inlipid, but not^oUbjoous. It is 
a very ravenous, an^ at the fame time a very fubtle 
Creature, hiding itfelf in the Sands, and behind 
the projeding Banks of Rivers, to wsKch the Beafts 
coming to drinlr; and when any. Creature has the 
111 Fortune to fall in its Wa^, and Aomes within 
its Reach, it tlien ruihes on it with amazing Ra- 
pidity, drags it into the Water, and holds it down 
till it is ftrangled. 

The River Nile is faid to abound with thefe 
devouring Creatures; and that the only Way to 
efcape their Purfult, is by Hying \n circular Lines ; 
for their Bodies being of fuch a vaft Length, se-

Don Ulloa, fpeaking of the River GuyaquH, 
fays, " The Crocodiles are moft deftru£tiv^ in?- 
mies to the Fiih which that Rit er produces ; that 
they chiefly feed upon them, and catch them «ritb 
as much Artifice as the moft able Fifhermab. 
Eight Or ten of them combine together, and pi ace 
themfelves about the Mouth of a River pr Canalj 
fo that no Fiih can pafs without becoming the|i 
Prey. The Fiflies are, however, obliged to make 
the Attempt; for while thefe abovementioned arc 
watching at the Mouth of the River, others are 
employed in driving the Fiih before than down 
the Stream ; who in confequence become aa ine^ 
vitable Prey to either one or the other. When 
they are deftitute of Fiih, and preiTed with Hun^, 
they then fcek the Land, and frequent the Piainp; 
which, however, border upon fome River or Brook' 
Here Calves or young Colts are not exefnpt from 
their Fury; and after having once tafted f^lejl, 
they retain fuch a Reliih for it, as not to retucn 
to their filhy Aliment, unlefs preiTed by Necifiity. 
They now bunt after other Animals, nor even let 
Men efcape them. They fally (orth when it U 
dark, and futprize their Prey under the Covert oi 
the Night.** 

Ancient Stories tell .us, that when they hafc 
devoured their Prey all but the Head, they (hed 
Tears over itj but afterwards devour that alfo. 

Hence 
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And whenihai Sol to Southern okies 
Defcending fail, dots, later rife ; 
Anci Swains do to their Cots retire. 
Again y/c'W raife the cheerful Fire ; 
Contented in our bled Retreat, 
While Rains defcend and Tempells beaf. 
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Observations. 

Hence comes the Adage; when People numi( 
Sorrow^ though the Heart is not fad, we exclaim,— 
" They (bed Crocodile's Tears/* This, however 
muft be looked upon as fabulous. 

As Alligators are oviparous Animals, and thi 
Female lays a hundred Eggs in the Space of a Da] 
or two, their Multitudes would in a fliort Time de 
populate the Places they frequent of every othe 
Inhabitant, was it not for a Reftraint interpofed b; 
an all-wife Providence, by rendering them in thei 
Turn tributary to other Spei:ies. When the Fe 
male wants to lay, fhe comes on Shore, and depofit 
her Eggs in a Hole which ihe digs for that Fur 
pofe, near the Borders of the River; (he the 
covers them with Sand, and has the Precaution t 
roll herfelf over the Place, and even the Parts ad 
jacent, in order the more effcftualiy to conce< 
the Spot wherein (he has depofited them, an 
difcoDccrt the Stratagems of her Enemies, wh 
diligently fearch after them* 

Having thus made all the Provifion (he poflibi 
can for their Securit)r, /be returns to the Wate 
and laaves them to quicken, until the Time th; 
Nature has taught her it is neceflary to hate 
them, bhe then returns with the Male, remov 
the Sand, and breaks the Shells. The young on 
immediatdly come forth, and they are fo fccu 
from Accidents, that fcarce a iingle Egg Hiali I 
loft in the whole Brood. As foon as they a 
hatched, the Mother takes them upon her Bac 
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Sweet Inndcence; be thou my Guide, 
And Stella ^| attend jny Side; 
Till Summpr, Spring, and Autumn's gone. 
And Life's cold Winter haflens on; 
Then fearleff, and without Diilnifl, 
WeMl clofe our Eyes and fleep in Dull. 
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Observations. 

and about her Neck, and makes i'lre&ly to the 
Water with her new Race : but in the mean Time 
the Gallinazo (who is always upon the Watch) 
carriee off fome of t^hem, and the Male alfo de- 
vours as many as he can catch. The Female her- 
felf alfo deftroys thofe that are feparated from bei^ 
or are not able to fwim ; fo that there Oiall fcarcc 
five or fix furvive out of fo numerous a Brood* 

The Gallinazos are no lefs a^Viye and canning 
in deftroyi^ig the Race of Crocodiles, than the lat> 
ter are in catching Fifli and other Animals. They 
are particularly fond of their Eggs, and employ a^ 
amazing Dexterity to feize ihcm. At the feafofi 
that the Female depolits them by the Side of 4he 
River^. they ftand Ceotinel upon fi>me adjacent 
Tre^y hiding themfelves among the Branches an^ 
Leaves, fo as not to be feen. They permit her 
to lay her Eggs without Mofeftation, neither do 
they fo much as interrupt her Precautions to con' 
ceal her Treafuce; but the Moment flke returns, 
they pitch upon her Neft, and by Means of tl^cif 
BiUs, Clawa and Wings, uncover th ^Ifgs, and 
ioftantly devour them. ' 

The in^nious Authorof -o linall^Treati^ey called 
A Pbihfopbical Survey of the Animal Creation^ has 
therein the following Obfervations, with wMch J 
(haU conclude this Yearns Difcourfe* 
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lit learned Eafe, md homely Gray, 
Thai Jet me pafs my Days away^ 
And when Life's bofy Scene is o'er, 
And even Stella charms x^ more ; 
I^efign'd we'Jl lay us down, to rifb 
To brighter Worlds^ and purer Skies, 
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Observations. 

•* Let w« admire (fays he) the Wifdom of Pro- 
vidence, which has giten tp the male Crocodiles 
this Propenfity to devour the young, of which 
they are the Parents; and to the Gallinazos fucb a 
Defire after the Eggs of the Female. Without 
this, neither could the Waters nor' the Plains be 
able to contain the Number of this p^rnieidus tnd 
deftru£live Species, which would be produced from 
fiich Quantities of Eggs, fince, notwithftanding the 
lurprifing Havock made bot;h by the one and the - 
other, the Number that ftiU remains u inc 
ceivahle»** 

Thus we fee that Nature has her Reafons fof 
every Thing j more efpeciaUy for the Place Ae has 
allotted to each Species in the Animal Syftem, Th«re 
are none but have their particular Utility, either 
by artbrdiog Nourifhment, pr ferving as a Barrier to 
fome other Species. Their AflemUagc forms a 
complete Whole, which fupports itfelf by the re- 
ciprocal Balance of its Parts.— By extirpating one, 
you hazatd the Intereft of all ; feeing thofe that 
appear to us the moft ufelefs, may, without our 
kndwing it, ferve as Qbitacles to the injurious 
Jncreafe of feme pernicious Race. But my Limits 
arc contrafled : I have here only Rdom to obferve, 
that the more we look into the grand Theatre of 
Nature, the more we are aftonilhed at the won^ 
derful Works of the Almighty, Thus Study leads 
us to Amaacement j Amazement to Devotion j and 
Devotion kads im to Heaven.

Let 
thofe ^ho read the Hillorical Page-rcfleift, that what has been 
Vi'iU bfc, and thrt there is no new Thing under the Sun. TJ^as 
faid' the wiftll of the Sons of Men; and let him who thinks 
hirtifelf wifer than Solomon, in his gteat Wlfdom contradidi 
the AiTertion. I know the prefent Age looks upon all Predic- 
tion as i Fallacy, and a Chridian Fool and a Chriftian Adro. 
loger are with them fynonymous Terms. The Fafhion Of 
Mankind fome Centuries ago, was to regard the Admonition 
of the Celeftial Wanderers with a drift Awe and Veneration 5 
bat the Pafhioii-is now altered, and every Thing of this Kind 
Is hoMf looked upon as bordering upon egregious Folly^ and 
ettthufiAftic Stupidity; however, be it remembered, that ^ the 
Faffiion of this World paflcth away;" and if fo be that the Oby 
fefviition that what has been will be, and there is ;io new Thihg 
under the Sun be a true one, then it may in all Probability 
come to pafs, that fome future Day, in the fame Light that we 
now look upon our Ancellors, our wifer Succeffors may look 
upon us ; and the Weathercock Fafhion having veered about 
to thc' opposite Point from which it (lands now, while they 
look with Aliofii^hient at the Wifdom of our Forefathers, they 
(hall laugh at the Stupidity of the Fools of the eighteenth 
Century.

I deftit from further Obfervations in the Aftrolcgical Line 
I upon the Portents of this Eclipfe, becaufe, if .the above Re- 
mark be true, there are Portents enough for one little Eclipfe s^ 
and if falfe, one Falfehood in a Page is enough. In Cafes of 
this Nature it is much eaiier to fay too mucti than coo little $ 
but much wifer to fay too little than too much.

In a commercial Country, as this is, whofe Sails are difplayed 
in every Quarter of the Globe^ and whofe commercial Con* 
nedlions extend to almoft twtty Country in the known World, 
it is impoffible but that it muft be alFedled in fome Meafure 
by ^stry Thing that flabt at the general Good and Order of 
Things.

The Second argues the Globe of the Moon to be full of 
Eminences and.Depreflloos, like our Hills and Valleys, eHi. 
mated to be fuch by the Conjedures of the Ancients (mention* 
ed by Plutarch, I. de Facie in Orbe Lunac) ; but at prefent 
manifelt to the fight by Help of the Telefcope ; and afcercained 
to Reafon by tbofe lefier Spots, called New Ones, varying 
their Situation and Magnitude, according to the divers Acceu 
ftad Recefs of the Sun, to which their Site is always oppofitf*, 
thence evidencing them to be the Shadows of the more elevated 
Parts of the Moon's Globe, emulating our Alps, Hills, and 
Mountains ; and here and there furpaffing them for Height. 

The Third, namely, the Heterogeneity of its Parts, was 
long fincc believed by the Ancients (as may appear by Plu- 
tarch 1. 2. De Placit. Philofoph. c. 25), but at this Day cer- 
tainly demonftrated by the various reflexions of its Light; 
whence we may conclude, the Brighter and more fplcndid 
Parts of the. Moon, to be thofe which are more denfe, folid, 
and opacous, like our Earth, b«caufe they refiedl a greater 
Portion of Light : but the obfcurer Parts, commonly called th« 
Ancient Spots, for as much as they reflefl a lefs, and abforb 
a greater Quantity of Light, to be, therefore, pellucid.an4 

diaphanous.

From what his bc*n already faM, w* may probably infef, 
that the Mood is cotnpoM of folkl atifl lipoid Party, jis this 
ortT Terraqueous Globe, which wc inhabit ; abovie which it h 
placed in foch a fitting Dt -ee Of Nfei«?hbmn*b06d, that thefdbv 
the Light and Influence oi the deldlta!

And, theiefbre, as to its Natnre 
and Subftance, we fhall forbear with Anaximander to deter- 
mine, that its Concave Orb is full of Fire, breathing out 
ac one Pare as out of a Tunnel ; er with Xenophanes, that i< is 
I a conHipated Clotid, or with Pythagoras, that it is a ftony 
Boay, or with the Slcick«, that it is composed of l^ire and Air, 
or as Plato will, of a teriene Compofitien ; or as Anaxago- 
ras pretends, of a Mixture cold and earthly, Darknefs being 
^i.ied with her fisry Nature, whence (he is called a Suf 
of falfe Light; or with Heraclitus, that it is another Earth 
inveloped within a mifty dim Cloud ; or with Pliny, and 
fome of the Moderns, that it is of a watery Subftance, or as 
Otto de Guerrick cor.jedlures, that it is a Globe of ice.

abletoour Half Months, in regard it is fkreened with Hills 
and Mountains, under which lie deep and fhady Valleys, with 
hollow Caves and Receftes, equally advantageous againft the 
Extremities of Heat and Cold ; watered likewife with great 
Lakes and Rivers, and confequently by Nature furniihed with 
all Things requiiite for Suftentation of Life ;^and, therefore, 

it cannot reafonably be thought, that thefe Advanuges and 
Benefits ftiould be conferred by Nature for no Ufe or End ; 
or that the Moon ftiould only be made to refiedt the Sun's Light 
to us.

20 fee. whic^ being converted into Degrees and Mi- 
nutes of the Equator, will make 27 deg. 5 min. the Longitude of the 
Place of Obfervatioa, to the faft, becanfe the Time is more than that at the 
Britiih Obfervatory.
